The Kings moſt Excellent Majeſty (with Advice of His Pꝛiby Council) doth by this His 
| Royal Pꝛoclamation ſtraitly Charge and Command all and every Juſtices of the Peace, 
Sheriffs, Payo2s, Conſtables, and other His Majeſties Officers and Loyal Subjects what⸗ 
ſoe ver, That they do uſe their utmoſt and moſt effeccual endeavour fo2 the Appꝛehending and 
Securing of the ſaid Offenders, and of every of them, and after ſuch their Appꝛehenſion, 
they do with all ſped and care, bzing them and every of them unto, and befoze one of His 
Majeſties P2incipal Decretaries of State, o2 the Chiek Juſtice of His Ma jeſties Court of 
Kings Bench, to be by them, oꝛ one of them, Examined, and Committed to ſafe Cuſtody, in 
oꝛder to their Trial. And His Majeſty doth hereby ſtraitly Fozbid and Pzohibit any of His 
Subjects from Concealing, Sheltering, Relieving, oz Receiving any of the ſaid Offenders, 
under Peril of being themſelves pzoceeded againſt (as by Law they may) foz the Crime of 
High Treaſon. And fo2 the better Encouragement of ſuch as ſhall do their Duty herein, 
Bis Majeſty doth hereby Gzacioufly pzomiſe to any who ſhall Diſcover and Appzehend the ſaid 
Evers, the ſum of One hundzed pounds; and to any who ſhall Diſcover and Appꝛehend any 
other of the ſaid Offenders, the Reward of Fifty pounds; which ſaid reſpective Dums ſhall 
be immediately reſpectively paid down to the perſon oꝛ perſons who ſhall Appꝛehend the ſaid 
Evers, 02 any other vt the Ofienders afozeſaid, and ſhall bzing, o2 cauſe to be bzought, ſuch of 
them befoze either of His Majeſties ſaid Pꝛincipal Secretaries, oꝛ the ſaid Chief Juſtice.
